They will 
make en official report to a meeting 
ot citizers this evening. This is looked for- 
ward to with great interest, for, although they 
have refused to make known what the tenor 
of their report is, it is generally understood 
that they have made important and unexpoct+ 
ed discoveries, . 
bf THE EPIDEMIC EXPLAINED. 

The committee of physicians reported this 
evening that they had discovered a satisfacto- 
ry exy atation of the epidemic and their con- 
clurion is in perfect accord with the accepted 
ecievtific theory ofthe organism of typhoid 


fever. Atthe head waters of the mountain 
streem supplying Plymouth with water, is 9 
house in which ty phoid fever 


bas prevailed for the last three months. The 
excrete of the sick were thrown into a privy 
forty feet from the stream, and were washed 
into the stream by the March rains. The fever 
broke cut at Plymouth about two weeks after 
the stresm was polluted. By this pollution of 
the water supply 1,000 persons were poisoned, 
and ateut 85 have died with fever, while other 
deaths ure likely to occur.

THE TWELVE MEN CHOSEN 


Who Are to Try the Case Against Ciu- 
verius, 


Ricuvonp, Va., May 7.—In the hustings 
court, to-day, Judge Atkins ordered the name 
of H. C. Adams, one of the jurymen secured in 
tne case of T. J. Cluverius, on trial for the 
murder of Lillian Madison, to be struck from 
the list. This was due tothe fact that it had 
beccme known that Adams had had some 
court trouble with a negro, resulting in the 
latte: swearing out a warrant charging Adams 
with perjury, and that the case was still pend. 
ing in Henrietta county court. The calling of 
the talesmen summoned was proceeded with, 
and at1:45 p. m. four jurors had been ob- 


tained, making twelve in all. It 
is probable thet two more jurors 
will be dropped, as the commonwealta 


expects to be able to show that one had pre- 
vious to being summoned stated positively 
tbat he would not hang @ man on circumstan- 
tial evidence, and in the case of the other 
juror that he had some days ago offered to bot 
that Cluvireus would be acquitted, showiag 
that he had not only formed an opinion, but 
was ready to back it with his money. 

No more jurors were obtained to-day. When 
the list had been exhausted, the common- 
wealth’s acting atiorney brought to the atten- 
tion of the court the fact that R. W. Lark, one 
of the accepted jurors, was incompetent 
to serve for the reason tha‘ h 
hed, in conversation previous tothe trial, held 
that under no circumstances would he convict 
a men on circumstantial evidence. Witnesses 
were introduced to prove this, and counsel on 
both sides debated the matter until 3 p. m., 
when the court took a recess until 5 o’clock, at 
which hour the case of another juror, A. 8. 
Goode, was brought to the attention of the 
ccurt. It was stated that, although this juror 
wes accepted upon his statement that he had 
not formed or expressed an opinion as to the 
cuilt or innocence ot the prisoner, he had, pre- 
vicus to being summoned, offered to bet 
money, and did make a bet that the accused 
weuld rot be convicted. Counsel also argued 
this case at -some length, and the 
ecurt adjourned until to-morrow, Judge 
Atkins, meanwhile, reserving his decision 
in both cases. A tale of 300 was ordered for 
to-morrow, and if the jury is not obtained, 
then a veriere fecias will probably be issued 
for other jurors from points outside of Rich- 
mond. 
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SHOT THROUGH THE HEART. 


A Choctaw Indian Chooses the Traditional] 
ode, 

Fr. Smirn, Ark,, May 7.—Mitchell Ander- 
son, a Choctaw Indian seventeen years old, 
was executed yesterday according to the cus- 
tom of that nation, for the murder of another 
Choctaw boy named Winchester Summer. 
Anderson was convicted in the court of 
Massshalstubbee district, and was sentenced 
in February last. Heshot Winchester while 
the latter was passing along the road, and 
and then horribly mutilated the body and se- 
cured $15. The condemned youth was seated 
on a blanket in an open place, with a piece of 
white paper pinned over his heart. The ex- 
ecutioner knelt before him, and with one shot 
killed him. Anderson denied the killing, but 
within the last few days, when the decision 
reached the supreme court that there was no 
hope for him, he admitted his guilt.

Numbers of Haman Bodles Dis- 
covered Under the Rains, 

Broekiyy,\N. Y., May 7.—The discovery of 
human remains began almost as soon as the 
laborers resumed work on the ruins of the 
burned factory to-day. ‘The doctors who have 
examined the shapeless portions of the human 
bodies taken from the ruins report that ail of 
fourteen persons are thus represented. The 
number of persons reported missing up to 11 
a.m. to-day wastwenty-one. Four bodies have 
been recognized. It is the general belief 
thét twenty-one does not cover all the victims 
ofthe calamity, and that when the other parts 
of the ruins are searched, more bodies, inclu- 
ding those of several young girls, will be 
found. The place where the dead have been 
found, isin the rear portion of the west exten- 
sion, where the floors fell in, and the men in 
one shop were buried in the wreck before the 
fire occurred. All the injured persons are do- 
ing well and will probably recover.

ENGLAND'S BACK-DOWN. 


LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL A 
HERO. 


His Arraignment of the Government Mests With 
Popular Approval—Gladstone Explains Away 
His War Speech—Poor Old Pete Lums- 
den—Other Foreign Gossip, Etc. 


Loxvox, May 7.—A dispatch from India rea- 
news the statement that Sir Peter Lumsden 
has resigned his post as British commissioner 
on the international frontier commission. 

The opinion is gaining ground here and in 
Europe that the government's arrangemont is, 
in a word, a complete surrender to Russia of 
allthe points she demanded. Though the 
more moderate of the conservatives condema 
Lord Randolph Churchill’s erdeavors to op- 
pose the war credit, the probability of a defeat 
for the government is talked of in many quar 
ters. The Morning Post agrees with Lord 
Churchill about the urgent need of ousting the 
ministry, and says that “eight independent 
members might have turned Gladstone’s ma- 
of fourteen into a minority. 
After the terrible eyants of the past week, will 
they be forthcoming?” The Standard says 
that the dignity and power of Russia and 
England were embodied in General Komaroff 
and Sir Peter Lumsden, and that M. DeGiers 
will take care that Russian prestige in the 
pereon of General Komarofl shall not be dimm- 


ed, while the English ministry bas already 
decided that in the person of Lumsden the 
prestige of England is to be extinguished. 
“Turtber misfortune,” says the Standard, “is 
that we are by no means assured that even for 
the hour the necessity of using force has pass- 
ed.” The Neue Free Preese of Vienna predicts 
that Italy wlll become estranged from Eng- 
land by the latter’s indecision of policy and 
attitude. An unconfirmed rumor is current 
tbat the Indien departments have been order- 
ed to cease their war preparations.

THE RUSSIANS IN PESJDEH. 

Advices to Teheran from Sarakhs state 
thet a small force of Russians with four 
guns, now occupy Penjdeh.

Petersburg dispatch says that Colonel 
Zakarjewski, who was with Colonel Alikhan- 
off, during the Russian movements preceding 
end attending the battle of Penjdeh, has 
reached St. Petereburg with a full report of 
the Russian case, and has departed for Gats- 
china to deliver the report to the czar. Colo- 
nel Zakarjewski says thatthe inhabitants of 
Pernjdeh are well disposed towards the Rus- 
flair s. 

The break in the Caspian sea cable has been 
repaired.

RANDOLPH CHURCHILL ORITICISED. 

The Times, commenting onthe attitude of 
iLe conservatives towards the government 
respecting the Afghan question, characterizes 
the conduct of the tory leaders as unwise. I¢ 
cays that Lord Randolph Churchill waa not 
justified in proposing to refuse supplies to the 
government. The approaching election will 
give the conservatives ample opportunity to 
arraign the government at the barof public 
opinion. The Times argues that the conserva- 
tive party will be much stronger if it abstains 
from crude and extravagant proposals. The 
government have mismanaged the Afghan 
business, the article concludes, but that is no 
reston for Lord Randolph Caurchill giving 
advice Which shows that the opposition is in- 
capable of doing better. 

Lord Randolph Churchill is to be made a 
hero by the conservatives for his bold attack 
upon the government’s management of the 
Afghen affair. A movement has been started 
already to secure the presentation ofthe free- 
dcm ot the city tothe young tory leader, “in 
recognition of his services to the British na- 
tion ard the Indian empire.’’ 

MR. GLADSTONE EXPLAINS, 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to questions in the 
bouse of commons this afternoon, said that 
although on the receipt of the first telegrams 
giving an account of it, he had described the 
Penjdeh affair as an act of unprovoked ag- 
gression, still he had never presumed that the 
facts in his possession when he made that 
statement were unquestionable. As a matter 
of fact, within 24 hours afterwards news con- 
taining important qualifications of that first 
received bad come to hand. Gladstone had 
no doubt, he said, that when the earl of Duf- 
ferin, British viceroy in India, at Lahore, atter 
his return from the conference with the ameer 
at Rawal Pindal, described the Russian attack 
asan act of unprovoked aggression without 
any qualifications, the viceroy’s statement 
was warranted by the circumstances under 
which he spoke, and the knowledge in his pos- 


* session, but Russia had since denied that Col- 


onel Alikanoff had ordered the Turkomans 
under his command to make any attack.

A writer in the Savannah Times says: 

A line drawn upon the map of the state com- 
mencipg at Augusta on the east, thence to Mil- 
ledgevilie, Macon, and to Columbus on the west, 
would describe’ the northern boundary of what 
was known as the pine belt, which extended to 
the Florida line on the south, This area embraced 
a little over one-half of the state The timber 
chiefly was the long leaf yellow or pitch pine. Bor- 
dering upon the rivers, large streams of water, and 
in some places within this beit the lands 
were covered with a growth ofoak, hickory and 
other hard wood, In 1839 there were. within this 
cescribed belt thirty eight counties. According to 
the cfiicial report of the comptroller general at 
that date, these contained 18,519,172 acres. Since 
that time there has been made from these old 
gounties 5 new counties.

THE TENNESSEE BOND DECISION. 


Years and years ago, ‘‘before the war,’’ in 
fact, the state of Tennessee wanted more 
railroads, and it proceeded to geta consider- 
able number of them by aiding in the shape 
of state bonds about allthe companies tat 
applied. In return the state took a lien on 
the railroads to cover the principal'and/{inter- 
est of the bondsissued. The railroads under- 
tock to pay both principal and interest, in 
other words; and they did so up to the out- 
breek of the civil war. The roads werewreck- 
ed by the war, and at the close the burden of 
the bonds fell wholly‘upon the state. Shortly 
after the close of the war the legislature of the 
state authorized the railroad companies to 
discharge their debis to the state by turning 
in bonds of the state at their face value as so 
much cash. Many of the roadstook advyan- 
tage of the opportunity, and in all or nearly 
all of the remaining cases, the state foreclos- 
ed its mortgage, and thus the railroads were 
relieved, and thestate assumed the railroad 
debt. But in 177 the state-repudia‘ed the 
debt, both principal andinterest. Some said 
the lord was too heavy to tote, and others 
said some of thé’ bbnds were tainte! with 
fraud. The debt stood wholly repudiated by 
the state, becoming an issue in the politics, 
from 1877 down to two years ago, when an 
act was passed sealing down the.debt one 
balf,and the rate of interest to three pr 
cent. But the funding process proceeded 
slowly becsuse a large number of the bouc- 
holders, acting under the advice of eminent 
New York lawyers, had decided to hold the 
railroad companies |responsibie. They con‘en- 
ded that the pariicular bonds issued to a par- 
ticular road were agspecific lien upon that 
road, and that the bonds in the hands 
nocent purchasers were invested with the 
sanctity of a contract, as agsinst the roads, 
which it was not competent for subse yuent 
legislation to affect orimpsir, As a logical 
sequence of this position, it was affirmed that 
the acts of 1869-70; under which the roads 
discharged or attempted to discharge their 
state bonded debi by tendering to the state 
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the combination of this carbon filament with 
a bulb of glass and conductors passing 
through and sealed into the giass,from which 
bulb or receiver the sir has been exhausted. 
As every incandescent lamp made has and 
must have exactly these characteristics, the 
whole question resolves itself into one of 
priority of invention, and this question the 
courts will he called upon to decide in what 
premises to be oneof the most important 
series of patent suits ever contested in this 
country. There are many whoclaim that 
Mr. Edison worked over and perfected an 
old idea, making it practical, and giving it 
commercial value, but really originating 
nothing essential; while still another class 
take the ground that Mr, Edison is an inge- 
nious adapter, rather than an inventor, aad 
that there is really nothing essential in the 
lamp that has notlong ego become public 
property. 

The alleged infringers represent a capital 
of about $15,000,000, and they will fightina 
body the proposition that incandescent lights 
are a new invention. While they will admit 
that Mr. Edison has greatly improved the 
mechanical appliances of eleciric lighting, 
they will deny to the utmost the newness of 
the fundamental principle. The president 
of arival electric company claims that his 
house was lighted with the incandescent 
light when Mr. Edison was a school Woy, and 
that the system of distribution at that time 
was the same as that used to-day. The Ell- 
gon people, on the other hand, claim a mo- 
noply, and they do not propose, it is stated, 
to compromise any cass, but to drive all 
manufacturers of incandescent lights out of 
the field.

THE PROCEEDINGS OF THESTATE 
CON VENTION IN MACON. 


Other News from the Central City—Cheap Railroad 
Retes— Death of Williem Holmes~— Elton Adams 
Better—The United States and Superior 
Courts—He Whipped His Wife, 


MACON, Ga., May 7.—[Special.J—In yesterday’s 
report of the convention of the Episcopal church 
for the diocese of Georgia, the telegraph operator 
causeda serious error to appear. The bishop’s 
address was called ‘“‘the farewell address,’’ It 
should have been, ‘*pastoral addregs,”’ 

Atthe celebration of holy communion, this 
morning, the services were conducted by Rev. J. 
R, Winchester, rector of Christ church, this city, 
assisted by Rev: C. C, Williams, of Augusta, 

At nine o’clock, morning prayer was read by 
Rev. Charles Strong, of Savannah, assisted by Rev. 
A. G. P. Dodge, Jr., of St. Simons. 

The convention was called to order at {half past 
nine o’clock, Bishop Beckwith in the chair. 
The roll was called, and the names 
of delegates who arrived to-day were added there- 
to. Rev. C. J. Wingate, the secretary, read the 


’ minutes of yesterday’s meetings, and, after some 


minor corrections, they were approved. 

On motion of Rey. Thomas Boone, the parochial 
reports were referred to the committee on the state 
of the church. 

The bishop read his pastoral address. 

The detailed account of his acts for the past year 
was given, and many valuable suggestions as to 
the future welfare of the church were offered, 
The address, as a whole, showed steady growth in 
all the departmentsofthechurch. The condition 
of the Appleton church home, at Macon, was al- 
luded to, and the members of the convention 
were earnestly invited to visit and inspect that 
noble charity. A warm tribute was paid to Rey. 
W. C. Williems, formerly of Rome, whom ill 
health has caused to withdraw from the ministry. 
The conclusion of the address was an eloquent ap- 
peal forthe preservation of the religion of the 
church in its original purity. 

On motion of Rev. C. C. Williams, the address 
was referred to the committee on the state of the 
church, 

The committee on canons recommended that 
every officer of the diocese be entitied to all the 
privileges of the convention except the rigat to 
yote. Adopted. 

The cow mittee on reassessment of the bishop's 
salary recommended that fifteen hundred dollars 
be appropriated from the interest of 
the permanent Episcopai fand towards 
paying the salary, and that the assessments upon 
the different parishes be reduced pro rata for 
said purpose. It was also recommended that the 
assessment upon-the parishes remain as now fixed

INCANDESCENT LIGHT LITIGATIONS. 


Electric lighting has become so common 
and so valuable that any litigation in relation 
to iis use is interesting to the public. Bat 
common as electric lights haye become, all 
upon whom their rays fall may not know the 
difference between the two kinds of electric 
lights—the “‘arc’’and the “incandescent.’’ The 
“are’’ light is ie in large jamps that give 
out a large volumejof white or blaeish white 
light. It is the kind of light best adapted to 
the lighting of straets or depot buildings or 
other large structures. They are called are 
lights because the illumination comes from a 
short luminous ‘arc’ or curved path through 
which the current passés in jumping from 
one carbon pencil to the other. In the “‘in- 
candescent”’ light, the current of electricity, 
passing through a filament of carbon usually 
in ihe form of a loop, raises the temperature 
of the filament, as the result of the resistanse 
which it meets, to such an extent as to bring 
the filament to an incandescent or white 
heat, causing it toemit light. The carbon 
, filamentis necessarily inclosed in a glass

The incandescent lamps are the only ones 
that are suitable for dwellings, offices and 
the like, because they give out very little 
heat, and the light is small, soft, steady and 
brilliant. | 

Ail of Mr. Edison's ex pariments and labors 
in electric lighting have been confined to in- 
candescent lamps, and he claims that his 
numerous fundamental patents give him the 
exclusive right to manufacture and sell such 
lamps. A good many other companies have, 
bowever, engaged in the businessof manu- 
facturing incandescent lamps, and Mr, Edi- 
son hes not objected because, it is now claim- 
ed, he was too busily engaged in perfecting 
his inventions. He has, within a week, hows 
ever, found time to begin, through the Edi- 
son company, suits against a!l whom he con- 
ciders infringers of his patents—that is, 
sgainst all who makein this country incan- 
deecent lamps. His patents have been up- 
held in Germany, end he doubtless expects 
they will be sustaimed in his native land.
